‘Liquidators’ 
trigger tight 
security in. 
Ramallah 


Serusalem Post Reporter 
RAMALLAH. — Authorities here 
have tightened security surveillance 
in the wake of the mysterious 
assassinations of four local 
residents. Army and police rein- 
forcements were seen patrolling the 
streets in strength yesterday. 

Security measures were reported 
also sti up in other West Bank 
towns, amid claims by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization that-one of 
its terrorist squads is hunting Arabs 
who are collaborating with the 
Israeli authorities. 

In addition to the four Arabs gunn- 
ed down, an Israeli bus driver was 
mares to death in the area in recent 
weeks. ᾿ 


The authorities are not yet certain 
whether the murders were all com- 
mitted by the same assailants. Local 
residents ‘interviewed hy. The 
Jerusalem Post, however, were cer- 
tain that the killings were carried 
out by an organized cell of terrorists 
who are being described as “‘the li- 
guidators.”" 

The murders have left an obvious 
atmosphere of fear in Ramallah. 
Business has been lighter than usual 
and streets are less crowded. 
Strangers are looked at curiously. 
Local residents tend to avoid out- 
siders, especially those driving in a 
car with an Israeli licence - plate. 
When asked about the situation, one 
shopkeeper said that local people are 
in effect “avoiding becoming ἃ 
potential target." 

The atmosphere, which was 
heightened last week with the 
assassination of former city coun- 
οἷον Abdul-Nur Khalil Janhu, has 
triggered grave concern among 
political activists — many of whom 
now maintain a low-key profile. 
Several] Knesset members have sub- 
mitted motions for the agenda over 
the security situation throughout 
Judea and Samaria — particularly 
in this town. 

Despite the extensive investiga- 
tion launched by the authorities, 
there is still no indication of the iden- 
tity of the ‘‘Hquidators.” They have 
used pistols — mostly equipped with 
silencers — in killing their victims. 

Authorities last week announced 
the rounding up of seven terrorist 
cells — two operating in this area. 
Four worked in Nablus and the other 
based Itself in Azariya on the eastern 
outskirts of Jerusalem. All of the 45 
members in the cells were arrested. 
Several] sa’ outrages were at- 
tributed to these cells.

U.S. could modify 
F-16 sale to Saudis 


ΕΒΕΙ δ Pox Post Ceareve 
WASHINGTON. --- Senior. U.S. of- 
ficials are saying that the Carter ad- 
ministration might be prepared to 
accept some limitations on the 
proposed sale of 60 ¥-15 fighter- 
bombers to Saudi Arabia to make it 
more acceptable to the ess. 

But the officials insist that the ad- 
ministration will not agree to reduce 
the number of the planes involved or 
to ‘‘cripple*' the aircraft's 
capabilities, as some opponents of 


. the transaction are proposing. 


Staff members of the Senate 
Relations Committee heave 
already held discussions with 
McDonnelJ-Douglas, the maker of 
the F-15, in an effort to determine 
how the offensive capability of the 
aircraft might be reduced. the of- 
ficials said. But they added that the 
administration will not go along with 
any major weakening of the fighter. 
The administration will be seeking 
ἃ commitment from the Saudis, 
either jn the form of a public state- 
ment or in , that the planes 
will not be stationed at the Tabuq 
airbase, which is only 200 kms. from 
Eat, or six minutes flying time. 

But congressional opponents of the 
sale warn that the Saudis have at 
least two other air bases which are 
within 12 minutes time of 
Israel — one at Gurayet, the other at 
Turayf, both east of Jordan. Both of 
these bases are within the F-15s 
range. 

Clearly, the administration would 
now like to begin negotiations with 
concerned congressional leaders on 
the Saudi and Egyptian sales to find 
some way to prevent an unpleasant 
confrontation. 

Senior Defence Department of- 
ficials say that the U.S. will seek 
precautions from the Saudis — 
similar to those received from Iran 
in connection with the sale of an 
earlier airborne radar system 
(Awacs) — ensuring the security of 
the aircraft's technology. There is 
fear here that the plane's advanced 
technology might find its way to the 
Soviet Union unless strict measures 
are taken. 

Administration officials told 
reporters here earlier this week that 
the U.S. would make available to the 
Saudis the same weapons and

M.E. settlement still possible, 
says Egypt’s UN envoy 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — One 
of Egypt's top peace negotiators, Dr. 
Ahmed Esmat Abdel Meguid, said 
yesterday a Middle Fast ge-tlement 
should be possible despite 8:1 tne cif- 
ficulties still ahead. 

He told a press briefing, "I think 
from our side we are determined to 
follow the road to peace and stil! — 
even if it is difficult — I think that we 
should Insist on following that road 
and ultimately I think we will reach 
it." 

Abdel Meguid, who is Egypt's UN 
representative, headed his country's 
delegation at peace tajks in Cairo 
last December 

He said the Israeli people are 
“yearning for peace, exactly as the 


Egyptian people are yearning for 
peace.” But it was "rubbish, non- 
sense,’ to say, as some Israeli 
newspapers had reported, that 
Egypi was “dying for peace because 
we have economic problems." 


He reiterated his government's 
position that peace must be based on 
Israeli withdrawal from all Arab 
territory occupied in the 1967 war; 
the fulfilment of the Palestinian 
people's rights, including the right of 
self-determinatton; security 
arrangements agreed to by 8}} coun- 
tries in the area: termination of the 
state of war and the establishment of 
normal retatlons among all coun- 
tries in the area.

On Friday evening, June 24, 1977, 
public works department employees: 
erected a barrier across Rehov 
Hashomer at the junction with 
Rehov Sharet. It was removed on 
Saturday evening, June 25. 

On June 28, Mayor GottHeb receiy- 
ed a letter from Thon, in which the 
latter pointed out that closing a road 
by means of chains was a violation of 
the law, apart from being an ex- 
tremely dangerous practice which 
had caused a number of fatal ac- 
cidents in the past. 

On June 29, Gottlieb replied to the 
letter, saying that the point raised 
was “in fact a purely technical 
(one), which could easily be over- 
come.” On the same day he -par- 
ticipated in a visit to the area of the 
closure. 

On July 1, the public works depart- 
ment ‘set up the barrier for the se- 
cond time. On the instructions of the 
mayor, the indictment says, it was 
composed of ἃ steel chain whose ex- 
tended length was 13.3 metres, 
suspended 1.2: metres above the 
roadway. The chain was secured to: 
two metal posts at the sides of the 
road, and to two barriers, a metre 
high and 4.6 metres long altogether. 

The barriers were painted with 
fluorescent red paint, and had ‘no 
entry” signs suspended from them. 
The chain was painted red and 
white, but the paint was not of a 
reflecting type, and it did not have 
“no entry" signs attached to it. 

The indictment gues on to describe 
πρυτῆ the jeep driven by Ῥαιοῦς a 
Attiya as passenger, approac! ie 
barrier at one o’clock on the m:

Zionist Congress court action 


French election fraud costs 


the Likud two seats

Eight thousand empty ballot 
envelopes stolen during elections for 
French delegates ta the World 
Zionist Congress will cost the Likud- 
Mizrachi-Confederation coalition at 
least two delegates, The Jerusalem 
Post hes learned. 

In the first ruling ever to involve 
such election irregularities, the 
Zionist Congress court last night 
decided in favour of the Labour- 
Mapam-Ziona coalition in their com- 
plaints over balloting in France. 

The court had sent a special in- 
vestigation team to France to look 
into complaints about the election of 
delegates. Among the charges was 
the inclusion of names of children 
and deceased persons in 
membership lasts of Zionist 
organizations. 

Although the court did not find out 
who had stolen the official envelopes 
(which were probably filled with 
fraudvlent bajlots), it found 
justification in the complaint. Since 
the Likud-Mizrachi-Confederation 
coalition controlled the area election 
committee in France, they were held 
responsible for handling of the 
envelopes. The lawyer for the 
Labour-Mapam-Ziona slate demand- 
ed that the Likud coalition forfeit a 
total of four delegates, since the 8,000 
envelopes represented one-fourth of 
the total votes cast in the country. 

But the court, headed by Supreme 
Court Justice Moshe Landau, decid- 


ed to cancel the election results and 
redistribute the mandates, taking . 


away from the Likud coalition fewer 
than the plaintiffs had demanded. 
Likud-Mizrachi-Confederation will 
still have about 16 of the 24 French 
delegates. 

Meanwhile, a ruling on the 
American elections for congress 
delegates was expected late last 
night. The Confederation of United 
Zionigts have charged that the 
American Zionist Revisionists had 
used fraudulent membership lists to 
obtain more votes. 

The congress court also ruled 
yesterday that the one-man Knesset 
faction of Shmuel! Flatte Sharon is & 
“Zionist party" and as such can send 
delegates to the Zionist Congress. 
‘The court was ruling on an appeal by 
Filatto's lawyer against the decision 
of the regional election committee. 

In the central committee of the 
Liberal Party, meeting in Tel Aviv 
yesterday, Jewish Agency treasurer 
Arye Dulzin was elected the party's 
candidate for the post of chairman of 
the executive of the Jewish Agency. 
Dulzin's candidacy was proposed by 
Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich. 

Dulzin is ed to run unop- 
posed for the post now held by Yosef 
Almogi of Labour. 

In yesterday's Jerusalem Post, it 
was stated that there are no IsraeK 
women in the present Zionist Eiz- 
ecutive. In fact, Raya Jaglom of 
WIZO has served on the executive 
for the past 15 years. 


Crime committee to report Sunday 


The Shimron Committee, set up at 
the end of September to study 
organized crime and recommend 
ways of fighting it, is due to present 
its findings on Sunday. 

Headed by Jerusalen: attorney 
Erwin Shimron, the committee was 
appointed by Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg following a series of press 
reports and statements by MK Ehud 
Olmert on the existence of an 
organized underworld with branches 
in many facets of Israeli life. 

The reports followed the resigna- 
tion of police intelligence chief Sami 
Nehmias, who had unsuccessfully 
pressed for the establishment of a 
Special undercover unit to fight 
organized crime. 

Committee members have inter- 
viewed dozens of authorities, in- 
eluding police officials, 
criminologists, lawyers, as well as 
sersons who reputedly have connec- 
tions with the underworld. The com- 
mittee’s work extended long beyond 
the original two months set for it. 

According to reports, the 
committee has established that 
there is indeed an or; un- 
derworld in Israe] and that its in- 
fluence extends to such fields as 
diamonds, tourism, building and 
entertainment. Until recently, high 
Police officials and those responsible 


for the police had dented categorical- 
ly that organized crime exists in the 
country. 

Some press reports said that the 
committee will recommend that a 
special force be set up to fight 
organized crime and that those 
known to be members of the un- 
derworld be prosecuted for tax 
offences when it cannot be proven 
that they have engaged In more 
serious criminal activities.

‘Voice of Peace’ may close: No ads

TEL AVIV. — Abie Nathan's "Voice 
of Peace"' may have to close down 
for good af the end of this month — 
almost five years since the floating 
radio station started broadcasts off 
the southern Mediterranean coast of 
Israel — because his money is run- 


ning out. 


Nathan told Τὰς Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that Lsreel Radio's Second 
and Third Programmes and hostile 
ed agents have all but squeezed his 
Peace Ship out of the advertising 
market. And the storms of early 
winter caused more than IL500,000 in 
damage to the ship and its equip- 
ment. 

" “J don't want to ask for charity,” 
he said. “What we were earning 
(from advertising) — about IL200,- 
ooo a month — was just enough to 
keep us afloat. But now some of the 
big advertising people have spread 
rumours that we have no listening 
audience. Which is untrue. The 
reputable ‘British Broadcast 
Magazine’ rated our audience at 23 
million people, all the way from 


“I really thought we were doing 
something worthwhile — apart from 
stimulating local competition, which 
never hurts. ‘Israel Radio makes 
about IL4m. a month from adver-, 
tising. I can't see how our modest 
revenue could have hurt the national 
broadcasting service,” Nathan said. 

He said he had offered one adver- 
sing agent double his normal 20 per 
cent commission, and the man had 
returned in short order with IL.500,- 
000 worth of advertising. ‘I tore the 
contract up in his face. I deliberately 
Jed him on just to prove that it wasn’t 
the station audience at fault, or the 
lack of advertisers either.” 

Among those Nathan said have 
stopped advertising on the "Voice of 
Peace’’ is a major soft-drink 
producer. “I'm going to ask all 
listeners who want to keep this sta- 
tion open to drink water — no soft 
drinks — for a couple of days as a 
token of their solidarity with us," he 
added. 

Nathan, who once owned a 
flourishing restaurant just off 
Dizengoff in Tel Aviv, says he has no 
assets left to sell to keep the station 
going, He said the ship is worth 
about $500,000. But it can be used 


only as a broadcasting station, go its | 


potential buyers are limited. 
“T had an offer from the Lebanese 
»Phalangists, but I didn't want to

“If we do have .to strike our 
colours,” he added, “‘we'll do it with 
a farewell cruise, just a few hundred 
metres off the shore, so that 
everyone can gee us.

Nathan disclosed that he had filed 
for permission to set up a land-based 
broadcasting station. “It's much 
cheaper. But I know that several of 
the agents who have stopped adver- 
tising with us have also filed for per- 
mits to set up radio and TV stations 
of their own."” 

Nathan, who in the past has flown 
his own plane to Egypt a3 a gesture 
“of peace, said yesterday, ‘We may 
‘not have achieved our aim of bring- 
ing peace (to the Middle East). But I 
do believe we have contributed to 
that end. And when we made money

THE UPROAR over “Hirbet Hiza" 
is over. The film of 8. Yizhar's story 
on the War of Independence has been 
seen and discussed. And yet the 
larger philosophical issues in the 
controveray coutinue to tug at the 
peripheries of the mind — questions 


about art and society, the ‘social - 


responsibility of the writer, the 
alienation of much of contemporary 
Tsraeli literature. 

In addition, the recent dispute has 
provoked one's curiosity about S. 
Yizhar (the pen name of Yizhar 
Smilansky). What kind of person is 
he? What is his literary background? 

With these questions in mind I 
made my way to Rehovot to try to 
put the headlines into perspective aa 


well 85 the man behind them. The’ 


telephone was stil] ringing when I 
got to Yizhar's home. A reporter 
called to say he had someone who 
could disprove the Hirbet Hiza story. 
A young soldier informed Yizhar 
that his unit of 800 spent the whole 
night talking about the issue and all 
voted against the story, although it 
seemed that no-one had read it. The 
mail brought letters of protest. 

Yighar comes from a First Aliya 
family that settled in Rehovot. His 
uncle, Moshe Smilansky, was a 
Zionist writer who was known for his 
stories about Jewish settlement of 
the land and his romanticized fiction 
dbout Arabs. 

““All this was once orange groves,"" 
said Yizhar, a vigorous man of 60 in 
jeans and sweater, as he greeted me, 
pointing to the street where modern 
apartment blocks tower over and en- 
eroach upon what was once the 
farmland of the Smilansky family. 
One of the themes running through 
Yizhar's stories is the destruction 
which civilization perpetrates on 
Nature. 

‘The house, the family background 
it represents, helps us understand 
Yizhar’s explanation of what 
brought him to write ‘“‘Hirbet Hiza"’ 
and a similar story, ‘The Prisoner." 

“I was not crying out against the 
War of Independence,” said Yizhar. 
“I was not even attempting to 
describe the War of Independence. 
There were many admirable things 
in that war, and our finest hour, the 
declaration of the State, came out of 
it. But a story doesn't emerge from a 


conscious decision that something is _. 


worth writing about. You can't invite 
a story, noble as its subject may be. 
Some personal, emotional impact 
triggers the subject of a story. 


“In my case, one or two events 


MY BRIEF television review, 
published on Tuesday morning, of 
the “‘Hirbet Hiza” film, has brought 
down the vials of wrath upon my in- 
nocent head. Even people whose 
opinions I respect — which does not 
include the writers of anonymous 
letters asking whether my mother 
was a cocker spaniel or a German 
shepherd — have accused me of 
writing a highly coloured and subjec- 
tive commentary. 

The main ground of this criticism 
is that I did not mention the battle 
order, which: includéd -a- specific 
reason for the attack on the Arab 
village: that it was close to the 
border and was being used by in- 
filtrators. 

With the arguments about what 
was in the book and what really 
happened in history I am in no posi- 
tion to deal; I can only consider the 
film as I saw it. Panelist Simcha 
Friedman of Kibbutz Tirat Zvi, who 
was in general very impressive and 
thoughtful, stressed the difference 
between a film and a book; a book 
can be read, re-read, and recon- 
sidered; a film flicks by in one ses- 
sion. This is correct. What is more, a 
film is probably the moat im- 


cident to incident, and one forgets 
what was said at the beginning by 
the time one gets to the end. 


THIS CERTAINLY happened in the 
film of “Hirbet Hiza."’ produced by 
Ram Levy, irrespective of what oc- 
curred in the book written by 8. 
Yishar. Somebody I know taped the 
soundtrack of the film, and I had him 
replay some of the sequences. 

It is perfectly true that the battle 
order does cite infiltration as the 
reason for taking the action, but this 
mention, it seems to me, is only 
thrown in ag part of a fairly long 
order with several sections. It was 
given no prominence. What was 
streased in the hattle order was that 
there should be no wild or barbaric 
behaviour when compelling the 
Arabs to abandon their village. (This 
directive, incidentally, was certai 
obeyed very strictly.) For the most

“Tt waa one of the finest days of my - 


life," he related, and it was easy to

They acquired land by buy- 
ing it. A farmer works the land, and 
that is holy. 

“My uncle, Moshe Smilansky, had 
written a book about the first and se- 
cond aliyo?t, which was called ‘The’ 
Family of the Earth.’ This family of 


.the earth waa one of my ideals. The 


book taught me there was no basic 
conflict between Arab and Jew. Both 
can live together on the land. It was 
the trauma of that personal fall from 
innocence that led me to write my 
Stories. 


“Every writer has something that 
pushes him to write. Usually, it is 
something in his formative years, in 
his childhood, the most influential 
tlme in his life. Some writers are in- 
spired by beautiful women. For me it 
was injustice that was the spur. Had 
I not witnessed unjust behaviour in 
the war it would have remained 
abstract for me and I would have 
said, ‘O.K., these things happen and 
that's all.” Once I had witnessed it, 
however, I had to write about it. 

“Nevertheless, it doesn't mean 
that that was the onJy thing that 
happened in the War of 
Independence. Most of all, it is 
foolish to take the story as a docu- 
ment of what actually happened. 
True, the event motivated me to 
write, but in the story the event is 
transformed into a new thing entire- 
ly. a new reality. The Left and the 
Right relate to literature as 
historical truth and damn it or praise 
it accordingly. It's funny how you 
can always predict their views, 
whether they’ve read the story or 
not. “Take the discussion that took 
place after the film was shown on 
television. Did it catch the warmth, 
the human pulse, the rachmanut of 
the story? It quickly deteriorated 
into an hysterical argument. 
Literature is not politics nor is it 
history or psychology. Just look 
what Freud made of the Moses 
story.""* 


. He continued to expound an 
aesthetic that sharply divorces art 
from life. 

“Literature,” he declared, “might 
draw from reality, but it transforms 
it into the materials from which the 
artist creates a new structure, a new 


reality. Ultimately, the work of-art is: 


the artist's creation, not God's crea-. 
tion. But people don't make the tran- 
sition. They always relate back to 


” the original. They are always trying 


to return the marble statue to the 
, and then ask, what is the 
nature of the quarry? 

“There are three floors to the 
building of literature. The first floor 
ig realistic, that which stays closeat 
to the facts of life. But there is a se- 
cond floor which is symbolic and 
transforms the facts into a symbolic 
whole. The third floor is the aesthetic 
structure which embraces 
everything. At this level we are no 
longer talking about trees but 
colours and shapes. It is where 
literature is transfigured into music. 

“There are, of ‘course, stories 
which remain at ground level, close 
to the facts of the situation, and 
whieh never take on aesthetic struc- 
ture.” As we saw during the con- 
troversy about ‘‘Hirbet Hiza,” there 
are people who never leave the firat 
floor and persist in referring to the 

al facts. “Iam reminded,” 
said Yizhar, “‘of the atary of the man 
who on seeing Cezanne's ‘ait of 
his wife asked in amazement how 
Cezanne could have married such an 
ugly woman.” 

“And yet," I interrupted, “‘ii 
nature of man ἐγεσθσιτοα διά τοι 
correspondences between art and 
reality, doesn't the artist have the 
responsibility of taking into account 
what the public will learn from his 
work? What about the negative 
depiction of blacks or women? 
Would you agree to that? What about 
literature that breeds hatred and 
violence?"” 

“I certainly don't think one should 


ingult or harm any group, "he said. 

“One shouldn't write something 
which isn't true. There 15 that which 
is not true because it is not authentic, 
or not ideologically correct or not 
selected humanly. Each writer 
writes out of his vision of what istrue 
or not true.” 

The final criterion in Yisher's 
systern is the artist's vision of truth, 
his value system. And {fis over value 
systems. not aesthetic matters, that 
the controversy over ‘Hirbet Hiza” 


occurred. It was the assertion of ᾿ 


Yizhar's personal hierarchy of 
values over the national values of the 
group which caused the furor over 
his story.- 

Much of the writing that preceded 
Yizhar's in the 1930s and "403 was 
forged by group values. Writers at 
that time produced “‘novela of 
settlement" that sang the glories of 
the new pioneers, described. their 
heroism, participated in the national 
aspirations. So overwhelmed -were 
they by the historical times in which 


* they lived that they often simply 


recorded and decumented-events in- 
stead of moulding them into 
aesthetic-realities. And these books 


- remained, in Yizhar’ ‘words, “an the 


ground floor of literature." Lacking 
an inner power of persuasion, their 
significance passed with the events, 
and many of them are already 
forgotten. 

Yizhar's work was the first in a 
wave of reaction to this type of 
writing. Creating highly lyrical 
stream-of-consciousness 
monologues, he wrote out of a mystic 


relationship with Nature; he 


emphasized the personal over the 
group experience. At the time it was 


_ written, “Hirbet Hiza" stood almost 
“alone among tales of heroic 


behaviour and was perhaps 8 
necessary voice of conscience. 
Today, the situation is quite 
ditferent. Many of our best writers 
seem to create out of a stance of 
alienation. Writing in a 
revolutionary period for the Jewish 
people, our writers seem unable to 


the’ ‘penetrate the heart of tie people 


which identifies with these events. 
“How do you explain this?" I asked 
Yizhar. “Is otherness the only way 
that the artist can retain aesthetic 
distance?"’ 

“The artist is a non-conformist,” 
Yizhar claimed. “He writes what 
has impact on him. You cannot dic- 
tate that.’

part, the order dealt in rather 
general terms with overcoming the 
expected resistance. 

In the event, there was 20° 
resistance whatsoever. No in- 
filtratora or terrorists were dis- 
covered. Veteran soldiers have 
criticized my comment that the film 
was well produced; they claim that 
if an‘ army unit had advancedon a 
terrorist base as this one did, it 
would have been wiped out by a 
single marksman. 

Other military critics say that it is 
absurd to say the Israelis were 
“heavily-armed,” because of the 
nature of armaments we have today. 
But the film depicted an earlier era, 
and showed that the Jews had 
repeating rifles and a machinegun, 
while old Arab men, women and 
children could not muster as much 
as a knife blade between the lot of 
them. 

As far as I myself was concerned, 
the battle order was forgotten by the 
time we got to the end of the film, 
with its punch line about how lovely 
Hirbet Hiza looked — ‘‘It's cur 
Hirbet Hiza now." 


THE NEXT criticism made of me by 
my friends — let alone my foes — is 
that I should never have mentioned 
Eichmann, however guardediy, in 
relation to Jewish behaviour. What I 
wrote was: 

“The defences advanced by two 
members of the ‘Third Hour’ panel 
discussions which followed the film 
-- that war entitles one to take such 
actions and that Micha was guilty of 
‘naive humanism’ — are frightening. 
If taken to their logical conclusion, 
such arguments would end in the 
defences adopted by Eichmann." 

. This certainly does not read to me 
as implying that any Jew ever 
bebaved Hke Eichmann. I certainly 
did not intend to imply any such 
thing. or to compare any Jew 
anywhere to Eichmann. To anybody

wrongly, I apologize. 
What I meant to say, and thought I 


ly suspended when @ nation goes-to 
war, and inhumane orders are given 
and carried out. 

‘This is what Eichmann contended, 
and what the defendants at the 
Nuremburg trials claimed. 

In our own history, the same kind 
of defence was rejected in the Kfar 
Kassem case. 

Cynics tell me that it is not only 
naive, but also hypocritical, to say 
that any morality can be expected 
from people engaged in war, that the 
entire training of soldiers is based on 
teaching them to suspend ali the 
ethics they have been taught for 
years. They argue that it would be 
unfair to expect soldiers to carry in 
their kmapsacks ethics-as well as 
guns and ammunition and all their 
other equipment. To me, this plausi- 
ble cynicism is unacceptable. 


THE PROBLEM with “Hirbet Hiza" 
ig that it is a fictional film with a 
message, and makes no pretensions 
to be a balanced documentary 
presenting all sides of a difficult 
issue. Thus, we weren't even told 
whether there were other such in- 
cidents, or whether this was just a 
single, isolated affair. 

Apart from the battle order, there 
were hardly any references to a con- 
stant problem with fedeyeen, except 
for some brief comments on the 
danger of having a “hostile popula- 
tion behind our lines.’"" Nor were we 
shown victims of fedayeen attacks. 

Fiction, as Yizhar sald a couple of 
weeks ago, and as I wrote dn Tues-

Teaching the subconscious

“We do not deal with the sub- 
conscious in the traditional way. We 
try to organize it in new 
ways...discovering the reserves of 
the mind in different ways."" 


LOZANOV'S methods have been 
adopted In Bulgaria for two projects 
— to teach aduits foreign languages 
and to accelerate the basic teaching 
of school children. 

In the language courses, classical 
music plays a vital role in es- 
tablishing the relaxed atmosphere 
that Lozanov thinks is required to 
make students receptive to an 
accelerated learning process. 
first day students start an ren English 
course, for instance, they are invited 


simply to sit back and relax while 
Bach's “Goldberg Variations" pour: 


from a loudspeaker. 

“The teacher must establish a 
relationship with the students just 
like a psychotherapist does with a 
“patient,” Lozanov explained. 

After establishing this initial rap- 
port, the teacher begins reading a 
prepared lesson which contains at 
least 600 different words, as 
the music plays on. The same 
material ia repeated three times in 
different tones and voice levels. 
Adter the first session the lessons are 
divided into sections for introducing 
new material from previous lessons 


and “reinforcing'' cr repeating 
material offered by the teacher. 


A mandard course lasts 22 four- 
hour days in the classroom. 

“We get many times better results 
than by tradstional methods,’’ 
Lozanov said. "We are not talking 
about 20 per cent better resulta but 
200, 300 and even 500 per cent better 
reception of new information." 


Lozanov claimed that students 
trained by his method retain most of 
the new information they are given 
withou: being aware of what has 
taken place. Because thelr minds 
lave been opened by the relaxed at- 
mosphere in which the lessons are 
given, teachers declare, they are 
able to implant remarkable quan- 
tities of material without exhausting 
their students. 


The class we visited was an upper- 
level group in the 16th week of ἃ se- 
cond 22-week course. 

The English read by the teacher 
was highly advanced, filled with 
idioms and difficult vocabulary. The 
students followed the text in their 
workbooks, which also carried a 
Bulgarian translation.

A total of 5,000 students In 16 
schools are now being taught various 
subjects with the Lozanoy method. 

Integral to the system are musical 
dramas recorded on video tape and 
transmitted to the classrooms from 
the national television centre in 
Sofia. To teach mathematics, for in- 
stance, foir different plays will be 
shown to the pupils during a year. 


“In one musical story, the child 
will be exposed to most of the 
mathematical principles he 15 ex- 
pected to learn during the entire 
school period," Lozanov explained. 

He contends that students normal- 
ly retain only about 20 per cent of the 
material presented, remembering 
most on the second day and then lesa 
each succeeding day. 

The suggestology method, on the 
other hand, allegedly enables 
children to retain 60 per cent of the 
new material on the second day and 
more in the following days. 

“The new material is received on 
the periphery of their’ minds,"’ 
Lozanov said. “They learn in one 
year what it formerly took two years 
to learn.” 

Although Lozanov's work is based 
on stimulating more use of the 
human subconscious, the Buigarian 
psychiatrist, like other psy- 
chotherapists trained In a Marxist 
society, rejecta most of Freud's 
original findings on the same sub- 
ject.

our sacred freedom of speech. 

Mr. Yizhar's sincere and beeutiful 
story was ἃ statement of his personal 
truth, but its TV dramatization looks 
like an act of public misleading. 


OUR WAR of Independence was the 
gellant struggle of 2 few thousand 
desperate men, writing one of the 
most glorious chapters in the history 
of the Jewish People in their blood. 
That is the truth. To pick up a 
Faagnitying glass now, to look for 
specks of dirt, and present one om our 
all-powerful screen 89 if it had been 
the patterns — that Is a piece of con- 
selous or unconscious deception. 

Stvery war, however justified, hes 
its dark side. You only need leok for 
it. No doubt Joshua had some sadists 
among his irfbal warriors, Masada 
had its deserters, the Jewish 
Brigade its share of looters. Ne 
doubt of it. 

Did the reader ever stop to con- 
siger_that every Arab killed in our 
Wars 1s & unique and terrible per- 
sonal tragedy? That every dead 
terrorist leaves a wife and chiidren? 
That the flight of Jaffa's Arabs can 
be made ijuto a very disturbing play, 
and the misery of the refugee cainps 
into a moving film? ν

profitable, on occasion, — than to be 
objective around the edges. 


ALL YOU need is a magnifying 
glass. Ostensibly, it merely gerves to 
bring the truth nearer and enlarge it 
for better inspection. tn fact, nothing 
distorts reality as much as 8 
microscope. Under its lens a patch of 
smooth and healthy human skin 
turns into a nasty blotched and pitted 
surface, the finest silk looks like 
coarse sacking.

Like Hirbet Hiza. Target practice 
on Arab villegers.

Autharity plenary. 
THE FILM ITSELF, in the eyes of 
this participant in’ (the latter part 
of) the War of Independence, was an 
artistic failure. It was also 
historically unfair to the memories 
of the 6,000 who fell in defence of the 


besieged Yishuv, mainly because it 


was out of context, and failed to 
reflect the truth of the time. Indeed, 
it made short shrift of Yizhar's 
prime point of reference in the 
original story — that the village was 
a base for Arab gangs attac! 
Jewish forces and villages. Inste: 
we were shown an unruly group of 
soldiers attacking an unarmed 
village peopled by photogenic 
mothers, children and old folks. 


MY memories of the War οἵ 
Independence are seared with night- 
mare recollections of the mutilated 
bodies of my comrades, ambushed 
by Arabs near Beit Jibrin. 5. Yizhar 
wrote his story for an audience that 
had the dreadful atrocities wrought 
on Jews by Arabs at the back of its 
collective mind. Not a hint of this 


* penetrated the film. 
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There arises the possibility that 
the film maker's aim was not to 
achieve an artistic reflection on the 
end of innocence which war always 
is for young men, but to convey a 
political message — the Jew as in- 
vader, the Arab as martyr. The 
“Hirbet Hiza" film, on reflection, 
has strong anti-Zionist implHcations; 
it focuses on a mythical world of the 
“Noble Arab Savage” evicted from 
his rural paradise by the wicked 
Jew, to make way for “new im- 
migrants, housing estates,- co-op 
stores and synagogues..."" This kind 
of message is not new to us; self- 
flagellation is a Jewish vice. But one 
wonders why Israel TV had to 
finance it and produce {t? 


THE TELEVISION people have 
warned of possible "political reper- 
cussions” in the wake of “Hirbet 
Hiza.” But weren't the outgoing 
Broadcasting Authority plenum and 
the top men at the TY and the radio 
also chosen to meet the political 
criteria of the previous Labour 
government? I recall that when TV 
was first launched, an old ‘pal at

offering free, compulsory education 
to the age of 18 throughout larae!? 
Here in Lod-Ramle, we also face the 
problem of out-of-school, out-of-work 
youth. The amount of vandalism 
alone they perpetrate in one year is 
probably much more expensive than 
their tuition costs would be — not to 


_mention the fact that they will 


graduate from the streets to a life of 
hard crime, drugs, etc. How costly 
will this be, as we are forced to build 
more prisons and spend enormous 
gums on combatting crime and 
attempting to rehabilitate hardened 
criminals? 

The problems of development 
towns cannot be solved by moving 
from one place to another, but by 
removing the causes of poverty 
wherever they exist.

Public committee to decide - 
who will get a telephone

For the first time since the state 
was established 20 years ago, alloca- 
tion of telephone priority has bese 
transferred from the Ministry of 
Communications to a public com- 

* mittee. 

At present, with some 200,000 per- 
sous waiting for phones and only 56,- 
000 being installed each year, 
Preferences are determined accor- 
ding to an outmoded list which 
places home phone installation for, 
Histadrut and Jewish Agency of- 
ficials ahead of the same accommoda- 
tion for ambulance drivers, fire 
brigade officers and head nurses in 
hospitals. 


:Last .month: Moshe Gidron, 
director-generat of the Ministry of 
Communications, promised that a 
revision would be made in the priori- 
ty list. This week, Minister Meir 
Amit announced the appointment of 
8 public committee which is to pre- 
sent him with a new list of telephone 
installation priorities within two 
months. 


The committee is headed by 
Supreme Court Justice Zvi Berenson 
and the other members are Eliezer 
Avtebi, MK and Maya Tavori, direc- 
tor of the Israel Consumers Council. 

Zecharya Mizrotzky, Com- 
munications Ministry press officer, 
told The Jerusalem Post last night 
that the average waiting period for a 
phone today is 22 months — “though 


some people will wait six, seven or: 


more years while others will get 
theirs in six or seven months.” 

He said the wide disparity in 
waiting time is ‘ta matter of 
locational luck.” Thus, if the appli- 
cant Is about to move into a flat 
within a new large housing complex, 
his chances of getting a phone quick- 
ly are quite good, since adequate 
trunk line capacity 15 now part of

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Bnei Brak agai 
THERE HAS BEEN quiet on the Bnei Brak front since the adop- 
tion of the Chernobilsky committee's proposals for a solution to 
the Sabbath traffic problem along the contentious Rehov 
Hashomer. Although the arrangement was mostly designed to 
please the observant residents of that largely orthodox town, the 
non-religious neighbours accepted it in good grace. 

Now comes Attorney-General Barak to charge Israel 
Gottleb, the town's mayor, and his municipal council, with 
causing a death through negligence.

This move may well disturb the quiet of Bnei Brak; even if 
Mayor Gottlieb did not actively solicit a storm by openly predic- 
ting it in the media.

This would seem 
to be indicated by the vehement protest ageinst Prof. Barak's

Interior Minister Burg, whose province covers the local 
authorities. sounded distinctly unhappy yesterday. He {s, of 
course, also a leader of the National Religious Party. 

If public tranquillity were the only criterion in the administra- 
tion of justice, then it might indeed have been better to let sleep- 
ing dogs lie. But there still remains the matter of the death of 
young Herzl Attiyah, a passenger in the vehicle driven — 
recklessly, in the Attorney-General's submission — by David 
Patou, right into the famous chain.

Wisdom prevails . 


THE DECISION to scrap the planned march of veterans of 
former underground movements that was to have been the cen- 
tral event of the State’s thirtieth anniversary celebrations, 
deserves to be commended. 

That march itself was conceived as a surrogate for a schedul- 
ed military parade, that had been a regular feature of 
Independence Day festivities, but was discontinued after 1973. 
The idea of the parade was withdrawn under intense fire of 
public criticism, not least for the great expense it would entail 
at a time of budgetary stringency. 

In the abstract, there might have been something endearing 
in the sight of a long line of old-timers, some no longer very fit to 
march, proud of their participation in the pre-State battles for 
aliya and independence. In practice, the line turned out to be 
fearfully jagged even before it formed, and thick with contests 
of pride and prejudice. 

For, as every school-child knows, there were no less than 
three underground movements before 1948: the Hagana, the 
Irgun, and the Lehi — in a descending order of their numerical 
size. About the relative size of their respective contributions to 
the nation’s rebirth in its land, however, there has always been 
something less than unanimity among the old warriors. 

So Hagana veterans claimed the right to be represented in the 
ration of their historic strength. Irgun representatives, on the 
other hand, insisted on strict parity: it is their party, after all, 
that now runs the country. et oN ot ee 

Then there was the question of the order of marching. Prime 
Minister Begin, who had won his spurs as the Irgun's 
commander-in-chief, let it be known that he wished to walk at 
the head of his troops. But that meant that the Irgun would be 
out front. To the Hagana, this seemed a bit of effrontery. 

A battle royal threatened to break out, exposing to full view 
all the still unhealed scars of the past: just the thing the country 
needed for the anniversary. ᾿' 

Now that this dire prospect has been removed, the organizers 
will presumably apply their minds to the many non-martial 
aspects that the celebrations could, and should, properly take.

On the other hand, there are those 
who feel that America’s decision will 
only serve to make Israel more 
paranoid — adding weight to the 
arguments of those who feel that the 
country should rely om no one but 
itself, and weakening the case of 
those who advocate ἃ policy of recon- 
ciliation. 

On the face of it, America’s deci- 
sion, coming precisely at this time — 
when the peace process has entered 
labour and any kick in the stomach ts 
doubly painful — is at hest counter- 
productive. 

True, not much progress can be 
claimed for the Calro peace talks, 
but a modicum of understanding was 
achieved.

WHAT WAS ONCE the war 
room in the basement of the 
Treasury building in London's 
Whitehall, is now an official 
museum. A recent visitor there was 
ἃ Haifa Technion student who 
spotted In the room where Winston 
Churchill often used to sleep during 
the Second World War an exhibit 
that even the Museum curator 
hadn't noticed. It was a large cigar- 
smoker's set, made of wood aid the 
base of a shell case, bearing a 
Hebrew inspription and a large 
Magen David. 

Back home in Haifa, the student 
happened to mention his discovery to 
retired engineer Justus Sheres who, 
85 it turned out, knew alt about it. 

During World War Two, Sheres 
had been chiet engineer aboard the 
Borchard freighter "ἈΠ" which, 
with its mainly Jewish crew, had 
been requisitioned by the British Ad- 
miralty as an armaments supply 
carrier. Between transporting am- 
munition and dodging German and 
Italian attacks, the officers found 
time to make the smoker's set which 
they decided to present to Churchill 
as a token of their appreciation for 
his leadership of the free world. 
They got it finished in time for 
Churchill's 68th birthday in 1942 and 
shipped it to London by courtesy of 
the Admiralty. 

“The gift was never 
acknowledged." says Sheres ‘‘and 
we really never knew whether 
Churchill received it. Now it is ab- 
vious that it arrived safely and was 
apparently put to good and frequent 
use by the cigar-smoking Winston.

Incidentally, the silver Magen 
David on the cigar-box and the pla- 
que on the set, on which "A.5.C, 
Atid'' was etched in Hebrew and 
English, were made by a Jewish 
silversmith in Alexandria.

Begin’s blindness and Sadat’s arms 


WITH HIS RARE talent for mixing 
trivia and important matters, the 
Prime Minister has managed to un- 
derstand most of the minor issues 
that hamper the negotiations with 
Egypt without identifying the cen- 
tral problems. In the same way that 
he is proud of hls personal 
relationship with President Carter, 
while ignoring the deterioration in 
the political relationship, he stands 
firm on Israel's right to establish 
settlements all over the West Bank 
but is prepared to compromise on 
the demilitarization of the Sinai..He 
dwells at length on the often in- 
sulting, and even belligerent, 
statements in the Egyptian press, 
but does not pause to examine the 
wider implications of Egypt's highly 
successful bid to purchase large 
quantities of sophisticated American 
arms. 

In official circles here there is lit- 
tle hope that Israel will be able to 
prevent American arms shipments 
to Egypt. The question is not only of 


the balance of arms in the Middle . 


East itself, but also of the. basic 
stand of the Egyptian President. 
Since the start of his presidency, 
Sadat has continually stressed the 
tieed for Egyptian economic 
development. Even during the Yom 
Kippur War he was saying that its 
financial. burden prevented Egypt 
from concentrating on her real 
problems. 

‘Those in Israel who believe Sadat 
is sincere in his e ἃ desire for 
Peace base their opinion on this 
stance. As long as he works for 
economic development one can 
believe his declarations about peace, 
because economic development and 
massive rearmament are not com- 
patible. Sadat reinforces this opinion 
with his statements that Egypt can 
cut the size of its army when peace 
comes. 


THIS ASSESSMENT falters, 
however, in the light of Sadat's re- 
quest for arma in equal quantity and 
quality to those that Israel has 
received. True, his request has not 
been fully granted. But what matters 
most is the intention. 

Now, in the first place it is hard to 
understand why he should need a 
new generation of weapons if peace 
is achieved, especially since his 
strategic ‘position will be con- 
siderably improved once Israeli 
forces evacuate the Sinal. But the 
core of the question is: what has 
happened to the goal of economic

development? Sadat himself says 
that rearmament prevents his coun- 
try from devoting its resources to 
rehabilitation and development. The 
conclusion that must be drawn from 
his requests for arms, if he really 
“means what he says, (and there can 
be little optimism on this point, 
because up to now Sadat’s actions 
have accorded with his statements) 
is that he has discarded his orienta- 
tion on economic development. 
Prime Minister Begin does not yet 
appear to have noticed the 
ideological shift taking place in the 
Egyptian President's views. He 
keeps on fiddling with Shilo and 
Shylock without addressing himself 
to the deeper meaning of the Egyp- 
tian intention to reaim. 


THE AMERICANS say that the 
query about what has happened to 
the economic goal is legitimate; but 
they do not see the actual desire to 
acquire arms as 8 threat to Israel. 
The Israelis, they say, think that all 
Arab arms are intended for use 
against them. This sensitivity is un- 
derstandable,.they admit, but point 
out that Egypt is pressed by 
developments to ita south. The rise of 
pro-Soviet elements in the Horn of 
Africa would be a threat to Sudan, 
and a Sudan already beset on the 
west by a hostile Libya is a real 
threat to Egypt. It is to thwart this 
threat that Sadat needs arms, says 
Washington, not essentially for 

against Israel. i
